BIG FARM GAIN SEEN 
IN GEORGIA BY BROWN 


Income Has Tripled in Three 
Years, Agent Tells 
Bankers. 


ATHENS, Ga., Dec. 9.—(?))— 
Georgia farmers not only “are making 
a living,” but are “making money at 
the same time,” Harry L. Brown, 
director of extension for the State 
College of Agriculture, told a group 
of Georgia bankers here today. 


“While the income of Georgia farm- 
ers has tripled during the past three 
years,” Brown said, “the state has 
‘also become more nearly self-sustain- 
ing than in many years.” 

Prominent Georgia bankers meeting 
here today for discussions at one of 
a series of meetings sponsored by the 
Georgia Bankers’ Association 
Brown’s talk. 

The director said the acreage de- 
voted to food and feed crops has risen 
from four to six million acres in 
Georgia during the past five years. 

He praised the contribution of bank- 
ers to the live-at-home program, and 
urged them to aid in 
system cf record-keeping by farmers 
so they “might be able to judge which 
enterprises they are carrying on are 
proving profitable.” 

Dan H. Otis, member of the agri- 
cultural commission of the American 
Bankers’ Association, of Madison, 
Wis., another speaker, emphasized the 
importance of soil conservation. 

Otis urged bankers to “co-operate 
with state and federal agencies in re- 
ducing losses from erosion.” 

Along this line, a paper by H. Lane 
Young, Atlanta banker and chairman 
of the agricultural commission of the 
American Bankers’ Association, im- 
portance of bankers ‘teaming-up” 
with farmers and of a soil improve- 
ment program was stressed. 

Mr. Young was reported ill. His 
paper was read by Mr. Otis. 

“Our interests are mutual,” said 
Mr. Young’s paper. “As long as cap- 
ital overreaches for profits, labor 
'overreaches for wages, and the public 
|overreaches for bargains, 
tend to destroy the other.”’ 

E. B. Peabody, Augusta banker, was 
another speaker on the program. In 
his paper on future moves in bank 
management, he said bankers for the 
past several years “are holding large 
surplus funds uninvested and returns 
on invested funds are now at a mini- 
mum.” ; 

For that reason, he said, banks 
must essentially “derive new ources 
of revenue,through new loan channels 
and adequate remuneration for serv- 
ices rendered” and “decrease expenses 
by improved methods of operation.” 

Lee S. Trimble, vice president and 
cashier of the Georgia Railroad Bank 
of Augusta, told_the bankers the way 
to “get the government out of busi- 
ness is to anticipate and render the 
services that federal agencies are giv- 
ing.” : 

He said there is evidence that pub- 
lic favor for government activities 
“was passing” ‘and that there are defi- 
nite signs that economic conditions 
are “improving rapidly.”

MILLION IN LOWNDES 


AAA Program Causes Big 
Gain Since 1933, Agent 
Reports. 


»-VALDOSTA, Ga., Dec. 9. -(P)— 
County Agent H. E. Miller estimates 
the AAA programs have added $1,- 
000,000 to Lowndes county farm val- 
ues since 1933. 

Miller, reporting to the county 
commissioners, credited the Agricul- 
tural Adjustment Administration with 
improved farm conditions. He said the 
farming outlook in Lowndes county 
was the best he had ever known. 

‘Total rental and parity payments 
on cotton and tobacco crops by the 
AAA approximates $200,000,” Miller 
said, “total dollar and cents value 
count for the adjustment programs, 
taking into account the _ increased 
prices of commodities since 1933, is 
approximately $1,000,000.” 

Reviewing the work of his office, 
Miller reported 875 tobacco contracts, 
1,008 cotton contracts and 40 corn-hog 
contracts were in force during the 
year. 

He urged that the AAA program be 
continued to assure prosperity in the 
vounty. 

Also commended was the “live-at- 
home” program which Miller urged 
all farmers to practice. Land owners 
were called upon to further soil ero- 
sion work to protect their acres.

AFRICAN WAR SEEN | 
AS WORLD THREAT 


Speaker at Athens Says 
Grave Results To Follow 


Conflict. 

ATHENS, Ga., Dec. 9.—(®)—The 
Italo-Ethiopian struggle menaces two 
continents, Kenneth Meyers, world 
traveler and lecturer, said at the Uni- 
versity of Georgia today. 

“For Africa as a whole,” Meyers 
said, “the corsequences are grave. If 
Italy win, the whole continent wil] 
rise in protest against the loss of in- 


tegrity by a free part of Africa at 
the hands of ag European aggressor. 

“If Ethiopia succeeds in defending 
herself, the African will hate a new 
sense of power which may result in 
a series of revolts. Weak nations 
like Belgium and Portugal that have 
large colonies in Africa would have 
difficulty in holding on against con- 
certed native action.” 

League of Nations intervention, on 
the other hand, threatens to transfer 
the scene of warfare to Europe, Mey- 
ers said, adding: 

“In the end, Mussolini, to save his 
face, — forget Haile Selassie and 
rattle sabers with King George of 
Britain, for Britain is the most in- 
sistent of the League members. She 
has important interests in Ethiopia.” 

Meyers, who recently witnessed war 
preparations in the land of Sheba and 
who was brought to the university by 
the Institute of Public Affairs, said 
“Ethiopia in her natural defenses has 
an ally that has never failed her in 
the past.” 

Meyers said that so far the Ital- 
ians have occupied little more than 
12.500 square miles of Ethiopia's 
350,000.

In commemorating Tolstoy here in 
a few humble words—I can do no 
more, but no less either to discharge 
a debt of gratitude immense—I want 
to forget the personal, intimate fami- 
ly tragedy of the man. If you have 
a flair for anecdotes, books on the sub- 
ject are plentiful and obtainable in 
the public library. To me this is his 
Significance, that he, a very great 
writer, perhaps the greatest yet, the 
most colossal creator the world ever 
produced, that he was.of the opinion 
that the world was badly made and 
badly run.. He condemned the world. 
That man, whd had the subversive 
power of genius, denounced evil and 
war and hatred and misery and the 
exploitation of man by man. In the 
end his anguish became so great that 
he could no longer live in that world, 
which he denied. He detested it. He 
Spat it out. He wanted to die— 
alone. But they crowded around him 
in his last minutes. Then in a su- 
preme vision, he thought of all the 
others who suffered and died in that 
very moment. *“‘And'the mouijinks !” 
he sighed. .‘*‘Under what circum- 
stances do the mouijinks die?’ And 
with astonishment he added: “Mil- 
lions of men are suffering at this mo- 
ment and you take care and occupy 
yourself only with Lev!” (Lev was 
his Christian name). 


For half a century Leon Tolstoy has 
been the conscience of the world, its 
incarnated ‘ remorse. The world 
wanted to reconcile itself with Tol- 
stoy.: All eyes were on that little 
railway station at Astapavo where he 
lay dying. What a scene! The gen- 
eral-staffs were excited. The czar 
was worried. An emissary of the 
holy synod sped toward the dying 
colossus. What a victory it would 
have been for the Orthodox church if 
it could have blessed Tolstoy in his 
last moment, if it would have been 
possible to say later that he died 
penitent, reconciled. General Lvov 
telegraphed to the neighboring mili- 
tary authorities: “Fortify the rail- 
way line!’ Because a poor old man 
lay dying all Russia feared a revo- 
lution. But that old man, you see, 
was rich, rich in spirit and powerful, 
far more powerful than all the gen- 
eral staffs and armies in the world. 
His words contain a fire which will 
break out some day. Tolstoy de- 
nounced injustice and even in dying, 
he was to be feared, for he had mark- 
ed the others with the stigma, the 
ineffacable stigma, on their foreheads. 
He had condemned them and judged 
them. The world of his day knew, 
in fear a trembling, that it could 
wee survive without transforming it- 
self.

Drs. Irving S. Wright and Dean Mof- 
fat, New York, found that when a 
person accustomed to smoking smokes 
one ordinary cigaret there is an aver- 
age drop of 5.3 degrees F. in the 
surface temperature of the smoker's 
fingers and toes; in many instances 
it is greater than that, in one in- 
stance they observed a drop of 15.5 
degrees Ff. They also observed slowing 
and stoppage of the blood flow in the 
capillaries in the nail folds. The 
length of time the person had been in 
the habit of smoking and the number 
of cigarets smoked daily, had no ap- 
parent influence on these effects. Prac- 
tically no difference was noted be- 
tween the effect of ordinary cigarets, 
denicotinized cigarets and mentholated 
cigarets. Inhaling increased the ef- 
fect on the surface temperature. 

That rate of blood flow in the ca- 
pillaries of the nail folds is an in- 
teresting test to, make on yourself 
if you are a smoker. Under a good 
light draw the sole of the thumb over 
the skin on the back of the middle 
or ring finger*just below the edge of 
the nail. Note how quickly the blanch- 
ing disappears, or how quickly the 
normal! flush returns... Then make the 
same test when you have smoked and 
compare.

Yeomans Says Franchise 
Requires Qualifying for 
General Election. 

To participate in county primaries, 
| voters first must qualify for the gen- 


;eral election next fall, Attorney-Gen- 
‘eral M. J. Yeomans ruled yesterday. 


| All poll taxes, including those due 


| 


October 1, for 1935, must be paid to 
secure eligibility to vote, the attorney- 
general ruled. 

The attorney-general said, however, 
that his ruling would not be effective 
until December 20 and thus would 
not apply to several county primaries 
scheduled prior to that date. 

“In my opinion,”’ he said, “this pay- 
ment must be made before the voter of- 


fers to vote in the primary, and in ad- 
dition.to such payment his name must 
be added to the voters’ list by the coun- 
ty registrar. 

“If he makes such payment before 
he offers to vote, and his name is add- 
ed to the voters’ list by the registrar, 
he, in my opinion, then becomes a 
voter qualified to vote in the general 
election in November and accordingly 
a voter qualified to vote at a primary

ts that general election.”

NEGRO OCCUPATION 
FORUM OPENS HERE 


Problems To Be Discussed in 
Five-Day Session at 
Atlanta University. 


To set up “a pool of creative think- 
ing” about the problems of occupa- 
tional training and placement of ne- 
groes more than a hundred educa- 
tors, employers, personnel workers 
and government officials gathered yes- 
terday at Atlanta University to begin 
the fifth of a series of discussions of 
occupational problems to be undertak- 
en throughout the United States by 
the National Occupational Confer- 
ence and the first to devote itself ex- 
clusively to the negro. 

In inaugurating the conference, 
General R. I. Rees, assistant vice pres- 
ident of the American Telephone and 
Telephone Company and chairman of 
the executive committee of the Na- 
tional Occupational Conference, said 
that in his opinion the scientific study 
of occupations and of individual apti- 
tudes and abilities was “the most im- 
portant undertaking that there is in 
our present changing civilization.” 

The Conference on Vocational Guid- 
ance and Education for Negroes, 
which is to continue for five days, 
will involve every phase of the test- 
ing, training, guiding and placing of 
individuals in occupations for which 
they are best adapted.

Attorneys for New Jersey contend- 
ed that Hauptmann’s “allegations of 
hostile public sentiment and disorder 
in and about the courtroom and im- 
properly mares the jury against 
him, are supported by no evidence and 
should be rejected as lacking in fact.” 


BRUNO IS CALM 
WHEN TOLD NEWS 

STATE PRISON, TRENTON, N. 
J. Dec. 9.—(UP)—Bruno Richard 
Hauptmann leaned against the bars of 
his cell in the déath house tonight 
and shrugged his shoulders when he 
was told that the United States Su- 
preme Court had blocked another ave- 
nue of hope against him. 

A smile flickered at the corners of 
the mouth of this man who is closer 
to the electric chair than he has been 
at any time since he was convicted 
in Flemington last winter of murder- 
ing Charles A. Lindbergh Jr. 


Hauptmann peered through the bars 
into the face of another tall, lean- 
jawed man—LKgbert Rosecrans, the 
young attorney who filed Hauptmann’s 
plea with the supreme court and who 
hurried down the prison corridor to- 


day to tell him that another hope ,was | 


blasted. 

It was a strange conversation that 
took place—friendly but unemotioual 
—like two men discussing the sale of 
an automobile. The only optimistic 
thing Rosecrans was able to tell 
Hauptmann was that he might seek 
a new trial on the basis of fresh evi- 
dence, and that the New Jersey court 
of pardons might be prevailed upon, 
in the last resort, to commute the 
death sentence to imprisonment. 

Shrugs Shoulders. 

“TI walked up to the cell and told 
him that the suprem: court had de- 
nied his review,” Rosecrans said. “He 
shrugged his shoulders and smiled a 
bit.” 

There was no awkward pause then, 
no groping for words. Instead,. these 
two men went into this conversatiun: 

“I’m sorry I couldn’t bring you any 
better news,” Rosecrans said. 

“I know you did everything you pos- 
sibly could with what you had to work 
on,” Hauptmann replied. “I wnt to 
thank you.” 

“Richard, how do you really feel 
about it now.” 

“Well. in a way, I am glad the legal 
part of it is over.” 

That was all, except that Rosecrans 
asked Hauptmann if he wanted to 
make a formal statement. Hauptmann 
said he did and Rosecrans fished in 
his pocket until he found a rumbled 
envelope. There in the uncertain 
light, he scribbled on the envelope tgis 
statement as Hauptmann dictated !t: 

“Of course, I am disappointed, pe- 
cause if I had a new trial it would 
bring out the new evidence, but 1 
still have more faith than before. My 
course is clear and I have no fear. 
The truth will come out, maybe to- 
morrow, maybe next year, maybe in 
five years, but it will come out and 
prove my innocence. I only wish the 
people of the United States would 
know me as I am and not as I have 
been made out.” 

The best legal opinion here believes 
Hauptmann will know by the week- 
end Je easact date of his execution. 
Justice Thomas W. Trenchard, who 
presided at the Hauptmann trial, will 
be called upon to fix the date. 

Law provides that the execution 
must be not less than four weeks or 
more than eight weeks from the time 
of the resentencing. That means that 
Hauptmann, all other factors being 
equal, probably will be electrocuted in 
January.

Two things were at that time espe- 
cially clear. First, that because of al- 
most unbelievable low prices for farm 
products, the growers of these prod- 
ucts could not meet their indebted- 
ness, could not pay their taxes, and 
could not meet the living expenses 
of their families. The other fact that 
in most major crops a constantly 
accumulating surplus had reached 
such absurdly high levels that crop 
price levels could not possibly rise, 
until something was done to cut 
down to a reasonable level the bulging 
surplus which overhung the market. 

For these reasons the recovery pro- 
gram that this administration pro- 
posed and that congress enacted was 
a many-sided one. The administra- 
tion and the congress that took of- 
fice in March, 1933, recognized that 
the emergency they faced then came 
from many causes and endangered the 
life of many groups. Consequently it 
put the power of government behind 
not only railroads and banks, but 
the industrial workers of the nation, 
the farmers, the small home owners. 
the unemployed, and the young peo- 
ple who cuffered from utter lack of 
opportunity.

If you invest your savings or 
your capital in what you consider a 
a wholly safe investment, which will 
conserve your principal so that you 
will still have that principal intact 
after 10 years or 20 years or 30 
years, you are naturally aghast if 
the value of that investment drops 
50 per cent. Equally, when you make 
the investment you do rot expect the 
principal suddenly to increase 50 per 
cent in value. 


MAKES SPECULATORS 
AGAINST THEIR WILL 

And yet, we have shrugged our 
shoulders when we have seen cotton 
run up and down the scale between 
41-2 cents and 28 cents, wheat run 
down and up the scale between $1.50 
and 30 cents—corn, hogs, cattle, po- 
tatoes, rye, peaches—all of them fluc- 
tuating from month to month and 
from year to year in mad gyrations, 
which, of necessity, have left the 
growers of them speculators against 
their will. 

The measures to which we turned 
to stop the decline and rout of Amer- 
ican agriculture originated in the as- 
pirations of the farmers themselves 
expressed through the several farm 
organizations. I turned to these or- 
ganizations and took their counsel 
and sought to help them to get these 
purposes embodied in the law of the 
land. What you wanted and what you 
and I have endeavored to achieve was 
to put an end to the destructive 
forces that were threatening Ameri- 
can agriculture. We sought to stop 
the rule of tooth and claw that threw 
farmers into bankruptcy or turned 
them virtually into serfs, forced them 
to let their buildings, fences and ma- 
chinery deteriorate, made them rob 
their soil of its God-given fertility, 
deprived their sons and daughters of 
a decent opportunity on the farm. 
Tro those days, I trust, the organized 
power of the nation has put an end 
forever. 

I say “‘the organized power of the 
nation,” advisedly, because you and 
I as Americans who still believe in 
our republican form of constitutional 
government know, as a simple fact, 
that 48 separate sovereign states, 
acting each one as a separate unit, 
never were able and never will be 
able to legislate or to administer in- 
dividual laws adequately to balance 
the agricultural life of a nation so 
greatly dependent on nationally grown 
crops of many kinds. 


‘ENTIRE STRUCTURE 
‘DOOMED TO CRASH 


As a first step organized agricul- 
ture pointed out that it was neces- 
sary to bring agriculture into a fair 
degree of equality with other parts 
of our economic life. For so long as 
agriculture remained a dead weight 
on economic life, sooner or later the 
entire structure would crash. We 
used for temporary guidance the idea 
of parity between farm prices and 
industrial prices. As you know, the 
figures that we used to determine the 
degree to which agricultural prices 
had fallen-in relation to other prices 
were based upon the figures of 1909 
to 1914, This was a fairly satisfac- 
fory way of measuring our efforts. 
Those five years preceding the begin- 


ning of the World War were years. 


of fair prosperity in this country. 
‘They were the last years before the 
widespread disturbance caused by the 


World War took place in our eco-! 


nomic life. And measured by the fig- 
ures built upon this ‘standard, the 
relative purchasing power of the 
farmer had fallen to less than 50 per 
cent of normal in early 1933. I 
promised to do what I could to rem- 
edy this, and without burdening you 
with-unnecessary figures, let the rec-

This buying power has been felt 
in many lines of business outstand- 
ing among these is the farm equip- 
ment industry in which employment 
Jumped from 27 per cent of the aver- 
age in October, 1932, to 116 per cent 
in October, 1935. In the motor ear 
industry, which has found some of 
its best markets on farms and in 
small towns, over the same three- 
year span employment has increased 
from 42 per cent to 105 per cent. 
These simple figures show how indus- 
trial employment in the cities has 
been benefited by the improvement 
in the farmers’ condition.

ARE TOO HIGH 

Though food prices in the cities are 
not on the average as high as they 
were, for example in 1929, yet they 
are in many cases too high. It is dif- 
ficult to explain why in many cases 
if the farmer gets an increase for his 
food crop over what he got three 
years ago, the consumer in the city 
has to pay two and three and four 
times the amount of that increase. 
Lifting prices on the farm up to the 
level where the farmer and his fam- 
ily can live is opposed chiefly by the 
few who profited heavily from the 
depression. It is they and_ their 
henchmen who are doing their best 
to foment city people against the 
farmers and the farm program. It 1s 
that type of political profiteer who 
seeks to discredit the vote in favor 
of a continued corn-hog program by 
comparing your desire for a fair 
price for the farmer to the appetite 
of hogs for corn. 

Yet I know that the great masses 
of city people are fair-minded. They, 
like ourselves, suffered deeply from 
the depression, and I believe with 
all my heart that millions of these 
city people, struggling back toward 
better days, resent the attempts of 
political advantage seekers and prof- 
iteers to heap ridicule upon the re- 
covery efforts that all of us are 
making. Pat ine 

Some of the same type of individ- 
uals and groups are also trying to 
stir up farmers against other phases 
of the broad recovery program. Dis- 
pensers of discord are saying that 
farmers have been victimized by the 
new reciprocal trade agreement with 
Canada and are painting pictures of 
a great flood of imports of farm 
products rushing across the border. 
Just as I am confident that the 
great masses of city people are fair- 
minded, so I am sure that the great 
majority of American farmers will 
be fair in their judgment of the new 
trade agreement. If the calamity 
howlers should happen to be right 
you have every assurance that Can- 
ada and the United States will join 
in correcting inequalities, but 1 do 
not believe for a single moment that 
the calamity howlers are «right. 


CANADIAN EXPORTS 
SHOW INCREASE. 


Agriculture, far from being cruci- 
fied by this agreement, as some have 
told you, actually gains from it. We 
export more agricultural products to 
Canada than we have imported from 
her. We shall continue te do s0, 
for the very simple reason that the 
United States with its larger area 
of agricultural land, its more varied 
climate and its vastly greater popu- 
lation, produces far more of most 
agricultural products, including aui- 
mal products, vegetables and fruits, 
than does Canada. In the case of 
the few reductions that have been 
made, quota limitations are set on 
the amount that may be brought in 
at the lower rates. 

On the other side of the picture 
we believe, and most unbiased men 
believe, that the general increase in 
our trade with Canada including the 
exports of our factories, will so add 
to the purchasing power of hundreds 
of thousands of wage earners that 
they will be able to spend far more 
than they do today for the products 
of our own farms, our own forests 
and our own fisheries. Greater trade 
is merely another word for more 
production and more employment. 
The proof of this particular pudding 
is in the eating, the best way to 
judge the new accord is to observe 
how it works out. Analybe and re- 
member the source and the motives of 
the objections. Remember too the 
old saying “it all depends on whose 
baby has the measles.” 

But the success that has attended 
and is attending our efforts to stem 
the depression and set the tide run- 
ing the other way cannot blind us 
to the necessity of looking ahead to 
the permanent measures which are 
necessary to a more stable, economic 
life. We are regaining a more fair 
balance among the groups that con- 
stitute the nation and we must look 
to the factors that wilk make that 
balance stable.

“Of course, there are those who will 
claim that the council is not repre- 
sentative of industry as a whole,” he 
said, speaking in the radio. forum 
of the Washington Evening Star. “Oth- 
ers will say that the house is stacked 
by the government, while others fear 
dominance by organized labor. 

“T will only say that industry was 
extended a cordial welcome and sin- 
cere invitation to make itself heard, 
and to place its program squarely be- 
fore the conference. Silence is open 
to misinterpretation.” 

The more than 2,000 delegates met 
en masse this morning to hear a state- 
ment of purposes from Berry. The 
plan was that they should then split 
up into small round-table groups com- 
posed of representatives of related 
units of industry. 

But before this could be _ done, 
O’Leary was on his feet demanding 
recognition. With the delegates start- 
ing to disperse, one proposed. that

REDFERN SEARCH 
BY AIR ABANDONED 


Overland Expedition Plan- 
ned in Hunt for Lost 


U. S. Flyer. 


PARAMARIBO, Dutch Guiana, 
Dec. 9.—(UP)—The air search head- 
ed by Art Williams, American flyer, 
for Paul Redfern, American aviator 
lost since 1927 and reported living 
with Indians in back jungles of Dutch 
Guiana, was abandoned today in favor 
of an overland expedition. 

Williams, who is accompanied by 
Edward Sill, wealthy Georgetown, 
British Guiana, timber merchant, and 
Harry Wendt, American flyer, report- 
ed from Oetari creek, far in the in- 
terior, he had flown over the spot 
Redfern is believed revered by In- 
dians as a “white god,” but could not 
make a landing. 

He announced he and his compan- 
ions had d&ided to attempt an over- 
land journey to rescue Redfern. 

Abandoament of the attempted air 
rescue precludes any further possi- 
bility of reaching Redfern by air- 
plane. Williams has had considerable 
flying exnerience over jungle regions 
similar to those found in the interior 
of Dutch Guiana and general opinion 
here is that if he could not land his 
flying hoat on one of the narrow 
jungle-lined streams nobody could. 

An ovezland journey would be ex- 
tremely hazardous for any rescue 
group and little hope is held here 
that the Williams party would solve 
the eight-year mystery of Redfern’s 
disappearance on his projected non- 
stop flight from Brunswick, Ga., to 
Rio de Janeiro.

PEIPING, China, Dee. 9.—(4)—Six 
thousand students angrily demonstrat- 
ed against the North China autonomy 
movement today and demanded mo- 
bilization of the army and nary for 
war on Japan. 


Their demonstration, finally sup- 
pressed, immediately brought a formal 
Japanese protest. 


Lieutenant Colonel Tan Takahashi, 
Japanese military attache here, made 
strong representations in a call on 
Mayor Chin Teh-chun. 

_The student demonstration was the 
first such event in years. Thirty of 
them were arrested and many were 
hurt in a clash with police. 


Autonomy Denounced. 

_Marching into che central sopping 
district after having been dispersed 
once, the students carried handbills 
and banners denouncing the autonomy 
program. Under it, they said, “China 
will be split and will become a4 
colony.” 

Police and firemen drenched the 
students with icy water and the deme 
onstration fihally was broken up. Aus 
thorities closed the city gates to pre- 
vent 1,000 other students from neighe 
boring institutions from entering. 

_ Despite the demonstration, the offi- 
cial Central News Agency said the 
establishment of a political council 
for Hopei and Chahar provinces, aft- 
er a compromise settlement in the au- 
tonomy movement, probably would be 
announced momentarily.

QUINCY, Mass., Dec. 9.—(UP)— 
Possibility of sabotage was seen to- 
night as authorities investigated mys- 
terious damage to the turbine-reduc- 
ing gears of the new $11,000,000 navy 
cruiser Quincy. 

Damage to the gears of the cruiser, 
under construction at the Fore River 
yards of the Bethlehem Shipbuilding 
Corporation, Ltd., and about 90 per 
cent complete, was discovered Satur- 
day during a preliminary operating 
run of the main propelling unit, but 
was not disclosed officially until to- 


ay. 
Unofficial estimates placed the 
damage at $100,000. Meanwhile, cor- 
poration officials withheld comment 
on a report that a bolt of hardened 
steel had smashed the gears. 

The sabotage theory developed when 
it was recalled that last August a mys- 
terious fire had caused $100, to 
the same cruiser. The blaze had 
centered in the electric control room. 
Navy authorities investigated the fire, 
but no public report of the inquiry 
has been made.

84,600 Seats Go in Week, 
But Method of Sales 
Costly.

GREATER THAN ’34 


Farm Bureau Figures Show 
Gain of Over Million-Bale 


Increase of Last Year. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—(#)—The 
Agriculture Department today estimat- 
ed the 1935 cotton crop at 10,734,000 
bales, a reduction of 407,000 bales 
or about 3.7 per cent from the fore- 
cast a wonth ago.’ 

The 1035 crop estimated today is 
about 1,098,000 bales greater than 
production in 1934. 

Most of the decline in production 
estimates during the past 30 days oc- 
curred in Texas and Oklahoma where 
weather conditions were reported un- 
favorable for the maturing and pick- 
ing of the late crop. 

The harvested acreage, now esti- 
mated at 27,331,000 acres, is about 
1.3 per cent greater than the total 
harvested in 1934 

The average yield per acre this year 
was reported to be 188 pounds com- 
pared with 170.9 pounds in 1934 and 
a 10-year average, 1924-33, of 177.1 
pounds.
